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Changes  at  Tufts

These  past  four  years.  Tufts  has  witnessed  a  few  notable  changes: 
the  construction  of  a  new  Psychology  building,  the  Gantcher 
Family  Sports  and  Convocation  Center,and  Dowling  Hall,  the 
latter  of  which  consolidates  academic  and  advising  resources 
within  the  school.  During  our  sophomore  year,  Lawrence  S. 
Bacow  replaced  John  DiBiaggio  as  our  twelfth  President. 
Jamshed  Bharucha  replaced  beloved  professor  and  University 
historian  Sol  Gittleman  as  the  new  Provost.  Alumni  Pierre  and 
Pamela  Omidyar  established  the  University  College  of  Citizen¬ 
ship  and  Public  Service,  now,  a  prime  model  for  leadership  in 
promoting  participation  in  the  democratic  process,  civic  re¬ 
sponsibility,  and  service  to  the  community.  Also,  new  majors 
and  academic  programs  were  instituted:  communication  and 
film  studies,  community  health,  entrepreneurial  leadership, 
and  international  letters  and  visual  studies.  A  hundred  and  fifty 
years  ago,  Charles  Tufts  was  asked  what  he  planned  to  do  with 
bleak  Walnut  Hill  in  Medford.  He  said  he  would  put  a  light  on 
it.  If  these  previous  four  years  attest  to  Tufts'  promise,  our 
future  as  a  beacon  for  higher  education  will  remain  lit  forever.

One  of  the  most  diverse  groups  of  students 
in  the  University  history  will  matriculate  this 
afternoon  when  the  Class  of  2003  is  wel¬ 
comed  to  campus  on  a  day  full  of  emotional 
goodbyes,  new  beginnings,  and  traffic  prob¬ 
lems. 

The  class,  which  includes  the  highest  per¬ 
centage  of  self  identified  African  American, 
Latino,  and  Hispanic  students,  is  composed 
of  approximately  1,340  students  about  to  be¬ 
come  a  part  of  the  Tufts  community. 

"They  are  interested  in  making  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  a  variety  of  ways. .  .and  they  deserve 
those  aspirations,"  said  David  Cuttino,  the 
Dean  of  Admissions. 

The  Class  of  2003  is  composed  of  students 
from  46  states  and  territories  and  42  coun¬ 
tries.  More  than  15  percent  are  international 
students,  with  some  of  the  most  frequently 
represented  countries  including  China,  Bra¬ 
zil,  Switzerland,  and  Greece.  Almost  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  the  class  has  lived  overseas  at  some 
point  in  their  lives,  and  almost  the  same 
proportion  speaks  English  as  a  second  lan¬ 
guage. 

The  class  draws  almost  evenly  from  rural 
areas,  medium  sized  cities  and  their  suburbs, 
and  large  cities  and  their  metropolitan  areas. 
Of  the  enrolling  class,  62  percent  hail  from 
public  high  schools,  34  percent  from  private 
schools,  and  four  percent  from  religious 


schools. 

The  Academic  level  of  the  class  is  one  of 
the  highest  ever,  according  to  statistics  from 
the  Office  of  Admissions.  The  Class  of  2003 
was  composed  of  students  from  the  largest 
applicant  group  in  the  history  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity,  nearly  13,500  students,  a  huge  80  per¬ 
cent  increase  from  the  applicant  pool  in  1993 
and  a  nine  percent  increase  over  last  year's 
applicant  pool. 

There  was  a  3.3  percent  increase  in  the 
number  of  students  enrolling  at  regular  deci¬ 
sion  and  as  six  percent  increase  in  engineer¬ 
ing  over  the  Class  of  2002.  The  admitted 
students  for  the  engineering  class  were  picked 
from  the  largest  group  of  engineering  appli¬ 
cants  ever-a  15  percent  increase  over  last 
year's  applicant  pool.  Nearly  35  percent  of 
the  enrolling  students  applied  early  deci¬ 
sion. 

The  median  range  of  SAT  scores  on  the 
verbal  exam  ranged  from  the  610  to  710, 
while  the  middle  half  of  math  scores  ranged 
from  640  to  720.  The  average  liberal  arts 
student's  high  school  class  rank  is  in  the  top 
nine  percent  of  their  graduating  class,  while 
the  average  engineering  student's  high  school 
class  rank  is  in  the  top  six  percent. 

"It's  the  highest  applicant  level  we've  ever 
seen,"  Cuttino  said. 

The  majority  of  the  class  of  2003  expects  to 


continue  studying  after  they  graduate  from 
Tufts:  34  percent  in  doctoral  studies,  21  per¬ 
cent  in  health  professions  of  law  degree  pro¬ 
grams,  25  percent  in  masters  degree  pro¬ 
grams,  1 3  percent  in  M A  or  MS  program,  and 
seven  percent  in  a  divinity  degree  program. 

Part  of  the  reason  that  all  of  these  opportu¬ 
nities  are  possible  for  the  incoming  class  is 
because  of  the  University's  increased  com¬ 
mitment  to  financial  aid  for  incoming  stu¬ 
dents.  Out  of  the  54  percent  of  incoming 
students  who  requested  financial  aid,  42  per¬ 
cent  received  some  assistance. 

Cuttino  said  the  possibilities  for  the  class 
are  endless.  The  students  have  expressed  a 
strong  interest  in  internships,  thesis  work, 
and  a  very  strong  desire  to  study  abroad 
programs.  "This  time  of  the  year,  everyone  is 
dreaming,"  he  said.  This  class  offers  some 
exciting  potential  in  terms  of  making  a  differ¬ 
ence  in  studies  and  community.  "Beyond  the 
numbers,  they  are  people,"  Cuttino  said.  "In 
the  end,  we're  not  admitting  a  set  of  num¬ 
bers,  we're  admitting  a  set  of  people."

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The  Story  of  Jumbo

TheTufts  University  mascot,  Jumbo,  has  been  a  source  of  pride  and  good  luck  for  the 
school  for  over  one  hundred  years.  Jumbo,  a  male  African  elephant,  became  the 
mascot  in  1889  when  trustee  and  benefactor  P.T.  Barnum  donated  the  elephant's 
stuffed  hide  to  Tufts  College.  Barnum  purchased  the  giant  pachyderm  in  1882  from 
the  Royal  Zoological  Society  in  London  for  $10,000.  Soon  after,  Jumbo  was  moved  to 
America  where  he  toured  with  the  Barnum  &  Bailey  Circus  for  several  years. 

In  1885,  Jumbo  was  tragically  struck  and  killed  by  a  train  while  the  circus  was 
traveling  through  Canada.  According  to  legend,  Jumbo  saved  his  companion  Tom 
Thumb,  a  dwarf  elephant,  by  pushing  him  out  of  the  path  of  the  oncoming  train  and 
then  reached  out  his  trunk  to  his  beloved  keeper  Matthew  Scott  before  dying. 

Barnum  had  Jumbo's  hide  stuffed  and  mounted  so  he  could  continue  to  travel  with 
the  circus.  Jumbo's  remains  were  the  centerpiece  of  a  four-year  world  tour  until  1889, 
when  he  was  given  to  Tufts  and  became  an  exhibit  in  the  Barnum  Museum  of  Natural 
History.  Jumbo  remained  at  Barnum  Hall  until  a  1975  fire  destroyed  the  stuffed 
elephant  and  much  of  the  building.  After  the  fire,  a  member  of  the  Athletics 
Department  went  into  the  ruins  and  recovered  some  of  Jumbo's  ashes  in  a  peanut 
butter  jar.  These  ashes  currently  sit  in  the  Athletic  Director's  office  and  serve  as  a  good 
luck  charm  for  Tufts'  athletics  teams. 

Currently,  a  statue  of  the  famous  Jumbo  sits  in  front  of  Barnum  Hall  commemorating 
the  mascot's  long  and  proud  history.  The  elephant  holds  a  very  special  place  in  the 
Tufts  community  and  before  exams  or  important  games,  students  will  still  place 
pennies  on  his  trunk  for  luck.  Jumbo's  spirit  lives  on  as  he  continues  to  serve  as  the 
mascot  for  Tufts  University.
